QUIZZED BY MEMBERS 

Socialist Representative Declares 
Trusts Inevitable 

FOR GOVERNMENT CONTROL 

Contends That Tariff Legislation Has 
Not Been Protective 
of Labor. 

The above is a composite reproduc¬ 
tion <>t the headlines in two of the 
Washington dailies, the Star and the 
Herald, over their accounts of Con- 
grrs-man Berger's speech in the 
hou-e of representatives on the sub¬ 
ject of the tariff. 

That Comrade Berger made a hit 
with hi, first speech is evident when 
it is noted that the capitalist newspa¬ 
pers admit that fact. The Washing¬ 
ton Sur. owned by the president of 
the Associated Press, said: 

"Representative Victor Berger got 
a flattering reception in the house to¬ 
day when he arose to make hit 
maiden speech. Apparently every 
member of the body now in the city 
was on hand in the chamber at noon, 
and when Mr. Berger arose the ap¬ 
plause was loud and strong. Un¬ 
doubtedly a good many member* 
were actuated by motives of curiosity, 
by a desire to hear the brotherhood 
of man enunciated in the national leg¬ 
islature for the first time by one who 
subscribes to it, idealist theories. Mr. 
Berger was interrupted at varioua 
points in his speech by members of 
the house who pride themselves on 
their knowledge of political economy, 
and the interchanges that resulted 
were interesting. Mr. Berger acquit¬ 
ting himself very well indeed."

All the advantage oi all the new inventions, machines and 
improvements now goes mainly to the small class of capitalists, 
while on tjte other hand, these new inventions, machines, im¬ 
provements and labor devices displace human labor and steadily 
increase the army of unemployed, who starved and irantic, are 
ever ready to take the places of those who have work, thereby 
still further depressing the labor market. 

The average of wages, the certainty of employment, the 
social privileges and the independence of the wage-earning 
and agricultural population, when compared with the increases 
of wealth and social production, are steadily and rapidly de¬ 
creasing. 

Things cannot go on like this indefinitely. Some day there 
will be a volcanic eruption. A fearful retribution will be en¬ 
acted on the capitalistic class as a* class, and the innocent will 
suffer with the guilty. 

Referring to the various remedies that have been pro¬ 
posed, such as the single tax, free silver, etc. Congressman 
Berger said none of these would improve the condition of 
the worker. He called attention to the big strike now on at 
Vancouver, B. C, a city which has been painted in glowing 
colors by Representative Henry George, Jr, because of its 
adoption of the single tax. 

There can be no social freedom, declared Representative 
Berger, nor a complete justice, until there are no more hire¬ 
ling! in the world; until all become both the employers and 
the employed of society. 

This social freedom, this complete justice, can be accom¬ 
plished only by the collective ownership and democratic man¬ 
agement of the social means of production and distribution. 

I realise that all this cannot be b ro ught about by a tingle 
stroke—by one day's revolution. But I know that all legisla¬ 
tion, in order to be really progressive and wholesome, must 
move in that direction. 

Legislation that does not tend to an increased measure of 
whole is not in line with the 


Thus far in the second elections in 
Vienna the Social-Democrats have 
gained nine .eats—ip against to. 
their former representation. The so- 
called Christian-Socialists lost sixteen 
test, and were badly routed, among 
ithe “slain” being the president of the 
chamber of.deputies of Austria. 

If the people are competent to elect 
a judge whom they da not know, why 
are they not competent to recall a 
judge whom they do know? is a very 
pithy epigram found in a public print. 
It is well to think over the proposi¬ 
tion. Judge- who serve the ruling 
class should not be kept on'the bench 
by the forbearance of the great peo¬ 
ple whom they conspire against. 

“Revolution is not a legal right but 
a human right. A people can throw 
off any government when it pleases. 
Revolutions have always advanced 
civilization." -ays Senator Bacon of 
Gcorgta. The senator would better 
have a care. Such sentiments have 
rot been in fashion since the trusts 
succeeded to the government. 

Patrick Henry talk is regarded as 
positively shocking these days. 

In fart, as early as fifteen yfars 
ago a Chicago policeman arrested a 
man on the lake front for reciting 
the Declaration of Independence, say¬ 
ing. "Come along! We'll have none 
of that annarchrest talk round here!” 

Here is a significant news item— 
but news withheld by the capitalist

hen J. Stitt Wil«on was elected 
mayor pi Berkeley. Cal., several 
weeks ago. the organs of the 'inter¬ 
ests’ announced that it was an ‘acci¬ 
dent.’ But a couple of u«y» ago an¬ 
other election was held in Berkeley, 
which had adopted the commission 
form of government, for two com¬ 
missioners anti two members of the 
school board. Not a line appeared 
in the eastern papers giving the re¬ 
sult of the second election, probably 
for the reason that the Socialists 
swept the city and secured all four 
offices by joo to t.ooo majority over 
the fusion Republican-Democratic 
ti-ket. Now. the Socialists have com¬ 
plete control of Berkeley.”

One would suppose that the satura¬ 
tion of fish with salt would of itself 
be an ample preservative, but the 
food dopers evidently “have the 
habit.” 

The conscienceless manufacturers 
of food products insist that benzoate 
does not injure health. Well—it was 
benzoate that the ancient Egyptians 
used to preserve their mummies. 

Benzoate stops fermentation, it 
makes food indigestible, because the 
stomach can only digest food that it 


I want to lay this in 
the name of the many millions cf enlightened workingmen in 
thia country and in all other civilized countries who think for 
thcmielves. They refuse to be swindled by the agents of the 
capitalist class on the political field after they have been robbed 
on the economic field. 

Moreover, gentlemen, you are not in the habit of making 
laws for the protection of labor. 

You are continually making laws for the protection of life 
and property—for the protection of the live* of those who own 
the property and for the protection of that property. You are 
continually making laws to protect manufacturing, banking and 
commerce—laws fur manufacturers, bankers and merchants. 

But the workingmsn who has no other property thin his 
labor power gets scant protection indeed. 

If he wants to be protected he must commit s crime. He 
must steal, or get drunk and disturb the peace—or become a 
vagrant, 
tection. 


census Dui.-au, which gives figures on manufacture for 1905, 
shows that 4-45* youth* and men. 84.551 girl* and women and 
3.743 children under 16, employed in the manufacture of woolen 
good*, receive a yearly average of $396 and a weekly wage of 
I7.61. 

The tame bulletin shows that 39.683 youths and men, 31,130 
girls and women and 7.338 children under 16. employed in the 
manufacture of worsted goods, receive a yearly average of $379 
and a weekly average of $7.30. 

According to social workers who have made a study of 
family budgets, the minimum requirement in the United States, 
for a decent living for a family consisting of father, mother and 
three small children, is S750 a year. I believe that estimate it 
much too low and that none of the gentlemen of thia house 
want to live on it. However, the average wages in these highly 
protected industries arc but little more than half thia eutn. 

While being opposed to all tariffs, high or low, the con¬ 
gressman declared that he did not believe free trade would 
be a panacea. Free trade would mean that a great deal of 
our manufacturing would be done acroea the sea. 

Labor does not need the to-called protection of tariff* It 
hat protected itself by strikes and boycotts, which have been 
declared by the United States supreme court to be illegaL But 
illegal or not. I hope labor will continue to use them to resist 
the forcing down of the standard of the bulk of our population 
to a Chinese level. For we have been coming down contin- 
uelly. 

Pointing out the fact that slaves, because of their prop¬ 
erty value, were given good care by their masters prior to 
the abolition of chattel slavery, be said: 

The cate is entirely different with the white workingman, 
the to-called free workingman. When the white man is lick 
or when he dies, the employer usually lose* nothing. 

And high tariff, or tariff for revenue only, or free trade— 
like “Ae flowers that bloom in the spring—have nothing to do 


Then the law gets m hold of him and givci him pro- 
Then he gets the protection of the jail or penitentiary. 

At long aa he is well and decent the law does not protect 
him. The high tariff does .tot protect him. 

Congressman Berger traced the history of the tariff, 
showing that at all times it was a subsidy to the manufac¬ 
turers. “It meant," maid he, - "that the nation was paying 
the manufacturer a bonus for investing his money in man¬ 
ufacturing. The high tariff was not wholly responsible for 
the growth of trust* It ia responsible for the trusts only 
as it stimulates competition and subsidizes manufacturer* 
He said: 

But the outcome of competition ia always the same. Com¬ 
petition always kills competition in the end. We find trusts in 
high-tariff America and in fre* England. We find trusts 

in Germany, and even in little Holland. Aa a matter of fact, 
every flourishing industry winds up in a trust. 

At first manufacturer! want protection to conquer the 
home market They demand it as a matter of patriotism. 
Business men ire always patriotic when there ia profit in 
sight. 

But the business man after he has gained control of the 
home market, and reaches out for the profits in other countries, 
changes from the patriot to the cosmopolite. He suddenly 
finds that the high tariff is a chain on his legs when be wants 
to conquer the world market- Therefore he ia willing to drop 
the tariff. 

To substantiate this assertion be quoted Carnegji a* 
bang in favor of a reduction of dude* in Ulff THHTTHBURHeC 

Leaving the subject of the tariff from Ac manufactur¬ 
ers' point of view on the ground that they “are all well 
able to take care of themselves and are exceedingly wail 
represented in the house,” he denied that the tariff was 
meant to protect the workingman. He said: 

That pretense was simply an a f tertho u ght because the work¬ 
ingmen have vote* Only American manufacturers have dared 
to tell thia falsehood to their workingmen. Why? Because

In a land of unbounded plenty, 
why should this be so?

a LLOWING for all the advan¬ 
tages that hava already been at¬ 
tained, any candid observer 
must admit that the condition of the 
working class at the present tlma le 
deplorable. 

We arc dependent u^on the capi¬ 
talist masters for pobs. They can 
give ua joba, or declina to give ua 
jobs, as they like. When we have 
jobs, our wages are barely sufficient 
to buy the commonest necessaries of 
life. When'we are out of employ¬ 
ment, we have to auffer every man¬ 
ner of privation and degeneration. 
Thousand* of onr brother working¬ 
men ar* killed« every year because 
they cannot control the conditions 
under which they must work. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands more are maimed 
for the same reason. We are unable 
to properly educate our children. 
Many of them have to go to work 


Then, there will he no eapHalirta

ditions of labor *nd receive the full 
value of their labor, 

Thl* change will remove all the 
economl# avila by which we are sur¬ 
rounded. tl will surround us with 
conditions wherein It will be the most 
natural thing In the world for us to 
be 1 J.l.y, happy and highly en¬ 
lightened, It will open up the ivo- 
nues to all tha Higher things of life, 
from which the masses of the peo¬ 
ple are now locked, barred and bolt¬ 
ed. It Is true that this will be So¬ 
cialism,. but w* should not be fright¬ 
ened by a name.

Having granted the premises. Rab¬ 
bi Hirshberg balks at the conclusions 
and. setting up a man ol straw, pro¬ 
ceeds to demolish him. We quote: 

"But we question very much wheth¬ 
er the Socialistic program, which aims 
at the collective ownership and con¬ 
trol of ALL WEALTH and the 
ABOLITION OK ALL PRIVATE 
PROPERTY • • • would be de¬ 
niable." (The caps are ours.( 

Socialism does not propose TO 
ABOLISH PRIVATE PROPERTY. 
It proposes to collectively own and 
democratically manage the means of 
production. No Socialist writer or 
speaker of standing and no d!ficial 
declaration of the party has ever ad¬ 
vocated the ABOLITION OF PRI¬ 
VATE PROPERTY. 

Socialism is based upon the funda¬ 
mental fact that human energy, labor, 
creates all wealth and that the man 
who labors is entitled to the full prod¬ 
uct of his labor for his use ar.d en¬ 
joyment. It logically follows that the 
industrious worker who lives simply 
will accumulate more we-Mth (commo- 
'dities) in a given time than one who 
works but little and spends svhat he 
earns. 

The essential thing is that under 
capitalism the man who has surplus 
wealth (no matter how he got it) can 
Invest it and forever afterward 
LEVY TRIBUTE upon lahor in the 
form of rent, interest and profit 

Socialism Jives a man all he earns, 
BUT NO MORE. It does not rob 
one for the enrichment of another. 

Rahbt Hirshberg declares: “Men 
may be created equal in rights, hut 
they are never equal in natures." 

True Socialism is not based upon 
the idea that men are equal, hut that, 
though being unequal, they have the 
right to a chance to make the most 
of the talents and capacity that each 
possesses. 

Herein lies the essential difference 
between the two world systems. 

Capitalism is based upon the idea of 
PRIVATE MIGHT. Socialism UPON 
COLLECTIVE WILL. The one is 
the law of the jungle—the weak are 
made for the strong—formerly the 
chattel slaves, now only for wage 
slaves The other proposes to assert 
the might of the people's will to pro¬ 
tect the weak against the exploitation 
of the strong, and give each erne Hie 
Opportunity to make the most of his 
capacities, be they great or small. 

The objection that "human nature 
as it now is" will not permit of So¬

The Mexican Revolt 

The following is a copy of a letter 
sent to Frederick M. Noa of Oklaho¬ 
ma City, regarding the Mexican sit¬ 
uation: 

Dear Comrade: Comrade Berger 
left last night for a brief trip to Chi¬ 
cago, in order to speak at the Mc¬ 
Namara demonstration to be held 
there on Sunday. Before leaving I 
submitted to him your two letters, 
and he expressed himself regarding 
the matter you mention to this ef¬ 
fect : 

Comrade Berger is, of course, op- 
po»cd to the transportation of Mexi¬ 
can troops across the soil of the Uni-| 
ted Slates. He is, as he expressed 
himself in his first resolution, in favor 
of the American nation keeping if* 
hands off from the internal affairs of 
Mexico. 

But. on the other hand, he is 
wasting no sympathy on the "insur- 
rectos” of lower California. Comrade 
Berger is a Socialist, and he stands 
by the principles and traditions of 
the international Socialist movement. 
The “insurrectos” are not -Socialists, 
but are, in the main, opposed to So¬ 
cialism. Their movement is not pre¬ 
dominantly a Mexican movement. It 
is a movement originating in the Uni¬ 
ted States, and Us promoters and fol¬ 
lowers are a mixture of men of every 
creed except Socialism. Some of them 


are merely vague Utopians. Some of 
them are so-called “direct actionists ” 
Others arc avowedly Anarchists. Still 
others are revolutionists by tempera¬ 
ment and would as readily revolt 
against a Socialist administration as 
against a capitalist administration.- 
The ^cialist party can afford to have 
no connection with this movement.

in congress made his first extended 
speech, and the house enjoyed and ap¬ 
preciated it to the utmost. Mr. Ber¬ 
ger spoke in support of the Under¬ 
wood measure a* a step in the right 
direction. 

Addressing by far the largest audi¬ 
ence that ha> yet listened to a speech 
on the Underwood bill. Mr. Berger 
held the attention of his auditors to 
the last word, and his speech was 
punctuated from beginning to end 
with laughter and applause from both 
sides of the hou>e. 

Suffusing his habitual good humor 
throughout the chamber, mixing fun 
with facts and epigram with statistics, 
without attempt at oratorical effect, 
the quiet member from Milwaukee 
early put his audience in good humor 
by what, in the case of former Rep¬ 
resentative Kucsterman, also from 
Wisconsin, was referred to as “an un¬ 
conscious imitation of Sam Bernard.” 

In fact, early in his speech. Mr. Ber¬ 
ger brought a roar of laughter by re¬ 
marking: 

That “Milwaukee Accent** 

“Now, gentlemen, l ask you kindly 
to overlook my Milwaukee accent, hut 
to overlook nothing else ** 

If any came to scoff at the Mil¬ 
waukee member, whom Mr. Macon of 
Georgia recently characterized as im¬ 
pudent, because he introduced a bill 
that now seems assured of ultimate 
passage by the house, they remained j 
to listen. Before Mr. Berger had 
spoken fifteen minutes—hr spnkr for 
one hour altogether—the word was 
passed around that there was "some 
thing being said” in the house, and 
from committee rooms and private 
offices members flocked into the chant 
ber, jammed the aisles and space, in 
front of the speaker s diis, and hung 
over the railings surrounding the back 
of the chamber. Mr. Berger was lit 
erally hemmed in by his audience. 

But the Socialist with the broad 
smile was neither embarrassed nor 
stirred to greater oratorical effort by 
his large audience. Standing calmly 
and quietly in one of the narrow 
aisles, Mr. Berger brought his Social 
ist message to the house and told the 
protectionists they were “barking up 
the wrong tree” if they thought pro¬ 
tection to manufacturing interests 


Washington Evening Star (Edi¬ 
torial): When it was announced that 
Victor Berger, the Socialist, was seek¬ 
ing congressional honors. The Star 
expressed the hope that he might suc¬ 
ceed. It was not advocating Social¬ 
ism. but merely pointing out that the 
presence in the house of a Socialist 
leader, well accredited and well 
equipped, would bring the Socialistic 
problem more clearly into public dis¬ 
cussion, and secure for it attention 
which other agencies had failed to se¬ 
cure. 

Mr. Berger made his debut in de¬ 
bate yesterday, and had the attention 
which bis talents and his theme de¬ 
served. He probably made no con- j 
verts to his cause. He attempted no 
exhaustive explanation of the full So¬ 
cialistic aim and program. But he 
said a number of things well worth 
the consideration of men now in of¬ 
fice charged with legislative duties. 

We are striking out in new path*. 
Old forms are passing. New forms 
are necessary. Suggestion* which a 
few years ago were derided have 
since been adopted and are now re¬ 


spected. Populism, though with the 
loss of name in the performance, has 
»B but swallowed democracy. It has 
even modified republicanism. The 
men who about a score of years ago 
drew the famous Ocala platform, and 
were laughed at by both Republicans 
and Democrats, have the laugh now 
on. the laughers. The radicalism of 
that day does not appear so radical at 
this day. 

As to whether the country has pro¬ 
fited and stands still further to profit, 
by this change is another matter. 
What we have to consider it that 
changes are taking place, and many 
ideas are abroad. As we have been 
turning some sharp corners of late, 
what about the corner' advertised as 
just ahead? Shall, or shall not, we 
turn them? Are they as sharp as pop¬ 
ularly described, or less so? 

Political lights are high lights— 
often too high. Tariff reform has 
long been described as free trade. 
There are free traders advocating tar¬ 
iff reform, but tariff reform, as is now 
being demonstrated, docs not mean 
free trade at a hound. Observe how 
leisurely Mr. Underwood and his 


friends are approaching the Payne 
law, described in last year’s campaign 
as the sum of all tariff iniquities. At 
their present pace they could not 
even with an uninterrupted hand, dis¬ 
poses of that measure in twenty years. 
The custom houses are in no immedi¬ 
ate danger. There is a good deal of 
hullabaloo, but principally for cam¬ 
paign purposes. 

So as to Socialism. As between the 
popular idea of that policy and Mr. 
Berger's explanation there is a wide 
difference. Evidently, if given a free 
hand, Mr. Berger would not redistrib¬ 
ute property and establish a common 
table for the American people. 

The Star is not with Mr. Berger as 
a Socialist. It was not with the men 
who drew the OcaI; t platform. It re¬ 
grets the progress certain features of 
that platform have since made. But 
it recognizes the unrest that exists, 
and notes the many new govern¬ 
mental changes proposed, and thinks 
it advisable that all should be pre¬ 
sented in the best form by those best 
prepared for the service. The salva 
tion of our institutions is in free and 
open discussion.

The Hiltunen case is making prog-1 
res*. The rulers of Hancock. Mich., 
have apparently waited up to the fact 
that their persecution of the Socialists 
is no longer a local matter. No soon¬ 
er did the United States court, at the 
request of the government attorney, 
who wa« examining applicant*, deny 
our Finnish comrade. Toivo Hiltunen, 
the right to become a citizen of the ■ 
United States, thar. the indignation of ; 
the Socialists all over the country be-; 
gan to be felt. Especially did the sit¬ 
uation look uncomfortable for the 
legal and the local authorities when 
Congressman Berger wrote to Com¬ 
rade Hiltunen for all the facts, at the 
same time promising to use his best 
efforts to have justice unkinked. 

The thing that happened was sig¬ 
nificant. The city council of Hancock 
met last Wednesday evening and de¬ 
cided to drop the case against Hiltu¬ 
nen which the government agent had 
made the excuse for withholding from 
him the rights of naturalization. Hie 
city council had passed a silly ordi¬ 
nance denying the people the right .0 
march in procession with red banners. 
In their pitiful ignorance they speci¬ 
fied the “red flag of anarchy." The 
Finnish Socialists of Hancock frit the 
outrage of this and when next day 
they marched they bravely carried 
their red banners, but headed the pro¬ 
cession with a Urge American flag, to 
>how that the emblems were not an- 

meant protection of the workingman. 
Retain® Good Humor . 

The speaker good-naturedly refused 
to be interrupted by questions. Rep¬ 
resentative Stanley, who had t»’:en 
advantage of the noon recess of the 
steel investigating committee to take 
in the speech, «:*kcd Mr. Berger to 
yield for a question. 

“Mr. Chairman." replied Mr. Ber¬ 
ger, "this is the first time the Social¬ 
ist view on the tariff has ever been 
heard in the house, and if the gentle¬ 
man will kindly give me a chance to 
get through with ttys, then I shall be 
very glad to answer any questions 
that he may wish to ask—and I have 
no doubt that he will be able to ask 
them with more profundity than 
now." 

Prolonged laughter from both Sides 
of the house greeted this sally. In 
answer to another request to yield, 
Mr. Berger replied that he expected 
to be answering questions for the 
next year and a half and to be doing 
little else. 

Mr. Berger's View* 

Here are some of Mr. Berger’s re¬ 
marks: 

The workingman who has no 
other property than his labor gets 
scant protection indeed. If he 
wants to be protected, he must 
4 commit a crime. 


I (agonistic. Immediately they were 
pounced upon and battered with po¬ 
licemen clubs assisted by the sticks 
j of a street mob. Imagine s^ch a city 
ordinance in Milwaukee against any 
other flag but the national emyiem, 
against, for instance, the papal yellow 
and while flag, which may be seen on 
festival occasions floating above Mil¬ 
waukee chnrrh structures without *an 
American flag being also used! The 
Socialists surely have the same fight 
to their chosen emblem, the "age- 
long flag of labor." that the church 
has to its international flag. 

The Hiltunen case is simply one out 
of a general persecution of Socialist* 
in the upper part of Michigan. The 
capitalist judge* will have to learn 
that this is not a government for the 
few. And the obnoxious ordinance is 
still in effect in Hancock, even though 
in Hiltunen's case the aldermen have 
shown a little streak of developing 
fear.

Tariff meant subsidizing the 
manufacturers so as to build up 
industries.

bles of July, 1907. It was represented 
by the city attorney that these two 
cases had never been brought to trial, 
while the records of the court of Jus¬ 
tice Olivier, before whom the cases 
were heard, show that there were 
twelve cases altogether, and none 
withheld, and that verdicts of guilty 
were returned. Appeals were taken by 
all of them to the circuit court, but 
two of them, those of Hiltunen and 
Jankkila, never came to a trial in the 
highest court. The verdict of the jus¬ 
tice court was affirmed against the 
ten others, who appealed to the su¬ 
preme court, with a similar result. 

“The ca*e of Hiltunen has never been 
disposed of and this fact resulted in 
his recently being denied citizenship 
paper* by the circuit court. None of 
the fines fixed by the lower court, it 
is stated, have ever been paid. It is 
probable that as a result of the resolu¬ 
tion adopted by the Hancock coun¬ 
cil. the city attorney will ask for the 
withdrawal of the *till prnding rase t 
in the circuit court, which, however, 
would not affect the decision of con¬ 
viction by the lower court. 

“The whole case, as it now stands, 
appears to be somewhat involved and 
ambiguous, and such statements as 
have been vouchsafed by the city at¬ 
torney fail to make it clear, BEYOND

New York.—The Rev. Percy Stick- 
ney Grant, rector of the Episcopal 
Church of the Ascension, at Fifth ave¬

So great and illuminating, so epoch 
making was the subject. "The Future 
Leadership of the Church." or should 
be the effect of such a sermon. 

He dwelt upon the need of spiritual 
leadership in the efcurch and m the 
state and pleaded Tor the consecra¬ 
tion and fearless expression of think¬ 
ing men on the subjects of science 
and thought which affect the life of 
their times. After complimenting the 
work of bishop* in various parts of 
the country, and dwelling upon the 
uncertainty of the financial and sym¬ 
pathetic following of a fearless 
preacher of the gospel he cited ari in¬ 
stance under his own observation of 
a mother who came to inquire of a 
bishop about the future of her son. 
When told that he could hardly ex¬ 
pect to receive more than a salary of 
five thousand dollars a year, said. 
"But his father would never consent 
to that since his own. is fifty thousand 
a year " In »uch a manner the church 
lost a leader of power. In 1007 the 
I archbishop of Canterbury appointed 
j a committee to examine into the sup*

j land. According to the report of the 
| committee there has been during the 
j twenty-two years since 1886 a steady 
j decline in the number of candidates 
ordained in the provinces of Canter¬ 
bury and York from 814 in 1886 to 
587 in tQ07> aggregating a total of 
J.T 24 * The committee further call at¬ 
tention to the fact that, if the growth

John R, Mott, in hit book, “The 
Future Leadership of the Churdh," 
says: “The chaplain of Balliol Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, told me that in his opin¬ 
ion the most powerful force attracting 
men into the ministry in recent year* 
had been the experience of work in 
the slums, gained either in school 
missions or in university settlements. 
While the present Bishop of London 
was head of Oxford hou^e in the east 
end of London, many an Oxford man 
was influenced in this way to take 
holy orders. The sight of the deep 
need of the slum life, the practical 
character and success of the work ac¬ 
complished, and the high ideal of min¬ 
isterial life displayed by the men in it. 
constituted the most potent persua¬ 
sion 'to young men to devote their 
lives to Christian service. 

In the pathway of the wonderful 
revivals accompanying Whitefield’s 
preaching there was an unbroken line 
of men entering the ministry. At one 
time as many as twenty men in the 
vicinity of Boston, claimed him as 
their spiritual father. Similar results 
followed the revivals associated with 
Finny’s namf. Even the reading of 
his revival lectures influenced many 
to become ministers. At a conference 
j on the ministry in Glasgow, Prof. 
George Adam Smith called attention 
to the fact that the first great revival 
under thr leadership of Moody in the 
early seventies brought many strong 
men into the ministry. It was this 
mighty spiritual movement which 
made Hc«ry Drummond in evangelist 
and turned thousands of laymen into 
the service of Christ.’* 

* Dr. Grant quoted Bishop Brooks as 


saying the next twenty year* were 
important ones for the history of 
the church. His new book, “Social¬ 
ism ami Christianity," Brentano’s.

1-et us all. who care for good and 
honest government in Milwaukee, try 
to be friends $ome 0 f u » had hoped 
that in future we might not only be 
friends, but even disregard each oth¬ 
er's politics in voting for city officers. 
In that hope ybu did not share, and. 
whether you were righf or wrong, it 
is all over now for two years, at least. 

The present condition means that 
each of us must continue to oppose 
each other on many issues concerning 
which we disagree, but also that fve 
must honestly and sincerely work to¬ 
gether for the good of the city. No¬ 
body had higher hopes from the pres¬ 
ent administration than I had; no one 
rejoices more when something is well 
done by it, as many things have been. 
When Mr. Seidel acts a* mayor of all 
the people I want to be accounted his 
cordial co-worker and supporter. 

Your own columns during the past 
year will show you why many who had 
voted for Socialists in the spring of 
1910 felt unable to vote for Socialists 
in the spring of tgji. You, more than 
anyone else, have it in your power to 
make it possible or impossible for us 
fo vote for Socialists in the spring of 
191a. We are obliged to weigh the 
city administration very largely by 
the way in which you interpret it. 

But one thing that is essential is 
that we all be fair to one another; 
and nobody has complained more Of 
injustice from the press than have 
Socialists. Are you fair to your ad¬ 
versaries? ^ Let bygones be bygones, 
and treat only of the present. 

You reprinted last week, “What 
Senator Gaylord Told the Milwaukee 
Journal.” Senator Gaylord’s letter

Already we have the first fruits of 
the recent nonpartisan majority judi¬ 
cial election. We call Mr. More¬ 
house's attention to it. The capital¬ 
ist party circuit judge*, emboldened 
by the combinations effected in the 
recent election have made the jury 
commission of three entirely a non- 
labor body, entirely a capitalist party 
commission! Emboldened by the sort 
of security from the people that non- 
partisanship, at the present time, pre¬ 
sents, they have counted the work¬ 
ingmen out. It was a monstrous 
wrong to commit—yet these are all. 
all honorable men. the kind of men 
that nonpartisanship would call su¬ 
perior citizens. Still they have de¬ 
liberately turned the courts back to 
the corporations and manufacturer# 
and against the workingmen upon 
whose sweat and unlovely lives Mil¬ 
waukee is builded. And this follow¬ 
ing a half year vacancy on the com¬ 
mission during which non-labor com¬ 
missioners were putting in all the 
names to make up the juries, some of 
which will try the case of the poor 
fellows chewed up* in defective ma¬ 
chinery or run down by hadlv 
equipped street cars. 


uncertainty as to whether it would be 
printed in the Journal, and the reasoi 
it was not printed in our columns at 
the time of its receipt was because 
the advertising pressure on our col¬ 
umns was very heavy that week, espe¬ 
cially toward the end of the week 
when the local pages were “made up." 

There was no thought in printing 
the letter last week to do injustice to 
the Journal, but sirmily to give our 
readers the benefit of the facts it §«■•.

itics). And Mr. Morehouse's advocacy 
is far away, surely, from that of Con. 
Corcoran and Frank Schulz and the 
Democratic City Committee (Rose 
Democracy) which we show on 
this page. And we must say that the 
attitude of the Rose leaders shows 
pretty well who would pose as angels 
and guardians of the civic virtue, and 
where such creatures would line up in 
a final balloting under a majority fu¬ 
sion election law. 

All’s not gold that glitters—espe¬ 
cially a nonpartisan fusion bill. Mr. 
Morehouse sincerely beiieves that a 
nonpartisan law would save Milwau¬ 
kee from the rascals; we are not so 
confident.

Sheehan's Views 

"To the farthest possible extent."

be made to produce what the inmates 
consume. 


"If ws have a factory on the farm, 
we shall go as far as we can to keep 
it out of competition with free labor. 
I have been a union man all my life. 
And I am opposed as strongly as a 
man can be, to prison made goods 
going on the market at low prices 
and affecting the . wages of free 
labor." 

Blocking Tactics 

Ever since there have been Social- 
Democrats on the Board of Super¬ 
visors, they have fought for changes 
in the county prison methods. We 
were all ready to buy a site, one of 
the finest pieces of country land in 
Milwaukee connty, when a big manu¬ 
facturer and a notorious crank and 
weddler, Thomas Neaey, began in¬ 
junction proceedings, which stopped 
us. This deal, however, hat now gone 
tbrnoeh. The suit of Mr. Kcacy has 
failed." 

Work Has Begun 

"Already a number of trusties from 
the house of correction are at work 
on the new farm. Crops have been 
planted and are being cultivated.

State Prison Disgrace 
"Further, we regard the sending of 
certain kinds of prisoners to Waupun 
as an unnecessary brutality There are 
tome minor crimes for which a man 
shonld not be sent to the state prison. 
A certain disgrace is conceded with 
going to Waupun which docs not at¬ 
tach to a county priaon sentence." 

"At every turn we have been meet¬ 
ing with obstructive tactics from 
political and business sources, chiefly 
political. Yet In spite c! this meddling 
and plotting, we believe that the cor¬ 
rection farm, now being inaugurated 
will be an exceptionally fine example 
of the most humane, constructive pri¬ 
son methods.
